At 
least half the cost of the new house would 
be paid in wages to idle men. So the 
result of the Corporation’s action is that 
I cannot buy my house, and £400, every 
penny of which would be paid back to the 
Corporation, cannot be spent in wages. 
And yet I see by the papers that £100,000 
of a free employment grant has been given 
to the Corporation by the taxpayer, not a 
penny of which will come back to him. I 
am only one of the hundreds. If the 
Corporation would only do the wise thing, 
the £100,000 free grant would be un- 
necessary, and 200 new houses would be 
built giving employment to the extent of 
£100.000."’ I would really like to know 
the City Manager’s answer to my corre- 
spondent.

TRAMS AND STREET 
TRAFFIC, 


MR. BART. KEOGH’S VIEWS. 


Mr. Bart. Keogh writes:—‘‘ The Press re- 
ports of my remarks at the Chamber of Com- 
merce meeting on Friday do not convey the 
ideas expressed by me. 

“What I suggest is that the tram-lines 
should be laid at one car’s width from the 
kerb, on each side of the street. This would 
leave space for a vehicle to stop between the 
tram-line and the kerb. It would be advan: 
tageous to the pedestrian by the fact that 
he or she would have only one line of slow- 
moving traffic to cross in order to reach the 
tram, 

““ At present it is unlawful to pass a stand- 
ing tram on the inside, and it is necessary 
for on-coming motors and vehicles to wait 
for trams to pick up and lay down at stop- 
ping places; whereas with this idea the on- 
coming and overtaking traffic could clear 
without the necessity of such stoppage. Fur- 
ther, the centre of the road would be avail- 
able, without the necessity of pulling out on 
the wrong side. For example, take West- 
moreland street. There is scarcely an hour 
of the day when there are less than twenty 
trams in that street, occupying 20 feet of the 
centre, the most valuable clearance space of 
the street. If the lines were placed at one 
car's breadth from each kerb, at each side 
of the street, it would enable all faster 
traffic to clear quickly. In the morning most 
traffic is townwards, and in the evening most 
traffic is outwards. | 

‘“ Further, it would do away with the un- 
sightly and dangerous posts in the centre of 
the street. 

“I quite understand that there are some 
streets where such an arrangement imay not 
be suitable, but in the principal streets the 
idea should be invaluable.”’

ELECTIONS TO THE 
COUNCIL. 


For the first time in the history of the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland a woman 
sharmacist has been elected to the Council. 
She is Miss Fionnuala M. Flood, Ph.C., 
M.P.S.I., of Terenure, Dublin. She secured 
the second highest votes in the recent 
election to fill seven vacancies on the Council. 
The result was announced at the annual 
meeting of the Society, which was held at 
67 Lower Mount street, Dublin. Mr. P. 
Brooke-Kelly (president) was in the chair. 

For the seven seats on the Council there 
were eleven candidates, and the voting was 
as follows :—F. J. Fitzpatrick, 287; Miss F. 
M. Flood, 226; D. W. P. Boyd, 219; J. F. 
Costello, 212; Dr. J. A. Mitchell, 211; Sir 
Thomas Robison, 201; M. J. Kieran, 191; 
T. Costello, 156; F. X. Meagher, 147; D. Jd. 
The first seven 
were declared elected. Mr. F. J. Fitzpatricx, 
Dr. Mitchell, Sir T. Robison, Mr. J. F. 
Costello, Mr. M. J. Kieran, Mr. T. Costello 
and Mr. D. J. Nugent were retiring members 
who went forward for re-election. 

The President, in announcing the resuit of 
the voting, congratulated Miss Flood warmly. 
This, indeed, was an innovation, and he 
hoped it would help them very much in their 
proceedings. : 
Reviewing the work of the Society for the 
past year, the President said that the 
situation had not undergone many changes, 
with the exception of a drastic change in 
the regulations for the preliminary examina- 
tion and some slight changes in the regula- 
tions for the final. The legislation which had 
been looked forward to so much did not take 
place, and he could not say whether it would 
mature in the near future or not. The 
statistics for the year showed that they had 
1,662 pharmaceutical chemists, as against 
1.617 in 1931; and 491 assistants, as against 
446 for the previous year. This number in- 
cluded 316 who had since become pharma- 
ceutical chemists. The number of registered 
druggists was 699 in 19351 and 690 in 1932, 
and of this number 835 had become pharma- 
ceutical chemists. 


THE EXAMINATIONS. 

Turning to the examinations, the President 
said they found that for 1931-32 105 candi- 
dates came forward to the preliminary, of 
whom 35 passed. For the pharmaceutical 
licence examination the number of candidates 
was 201, of whom 74 passed. During the 
year four candidates passed with honours. 
They were Miss M. Collins and Messrs. T. F. 
Redmond, J. P. Kissane and E. J. Fallon. 
For the assistants’ examination there were 58 
candidates, and 35 passed. Three candidates 
were registered as assistants as the result of 
the final examination. Nineteen candidates 
presented themselves for the registered 
druggist examination, and of this number six 
yassed. The sole change that has taken place 
in the Board of Examiners during the year 
was the appointment of Mr. P. J. Klilacky, 
M.P.S.I., as examiner for the assistants’ 
examination, in place of Mr. V. Sargent, 
whose term had expired. 

At the Council meeting, held subsequently, 
Mr. P. Brooke-Kelly was unanimously re- 
elected President for the ensuing year, and 
Mr. Patrick J. Fielding, of Cork, as Vice- 
Prssident, in succession to Mr, C. J. Cremen, 
Dublin, Elections to the Law, Schools’, 
House, Benevolent Fund, and Certificates’ 
and Declarations’ Committees completed the 
election. for the year.

MINISTER’S OPTIMISM. 
Mr. MacENTEE said that it was. better 


It was 
anticipated that revenue from Customs and 
Excise would show an increase of £460, 

in the twelve months. Jn actual fact the re- 
venue up to October 3ist was £8,709,000, as 
compared with £7,932,000 last year—an in- 
crease of £777,000, as compared with the esti- 
mated increased yield of £460,000. On the 
Inland Revenue side it was anticipated that 
the total receipts would show an increase of 
£1.477,000. «Inland Revenue for the six 
months, which, as the House was aware, in- 
cluded the lean period, showed an ancrease 
of £461,000 over the corresponding period: of 
last vear, He did not wish at this stage to 
make any prophecy as to what the position 
would be at the close of the financial year, 
but it looked as if the estimates of revenue 
were to be exceeded. It might not be un- 
desirable to point out that on the last re- 
turn he had received—for the week ended 
November 5, 1932—the total expenditure 
from the Exchequer of £14,884,992, which, 
as the deputy must be aware from the reply 
to the parliamentary question, included 
£784 844 emergency payments.

‘It also includéd a sum of, approximately, 
one million pounds, placed to the credit of 
the Suspense Account in respect of R.LC. 
pensions, and other payments normally ap- 
propriated by a vote in the Dail. He did not

MR. BLYTHE’S WARNING 
NOTE. 


Mr. BLYTHE said that the yield of taxa- 
tion up to the present did not represent the 
yield cn tae basis of the Budget, nor did the 
expenditure represent the expenditure then 
contemplated. The revenne then anticipated 
was not going to be obtained, nor were the 
savings forecasted by the Minister going to 
be obtained. The sum of £900.000 anticipated 
to be received from various duties had row 
shrunk to something like £200,000. The 
Minister had not taken, or was not going to 
take, in time the steps necessary to make the 
Savings. Since the Budget was introduced 
there had been thrown on the Exchequer a 
vast new expenditure. Up to date on sub- 
sidies mainly, and on advances to local autho- 
rities, a sum of £784,000 had been paid. It 
must be clear that there was every prospect 
that the two million pounds voted by way of 
an Emergency Fund would not suffice, even 
at the gld rate of expenditure, and, with the 
taxation\ in force. would be niterly inade- 
quate. The subsidies being paid were nothing 
like what they should be if the farmers were 
to be put in the position they would have 
been in if the Government policy had not 
led to the imposition of the British duties. 


THE BOUNTIES. 


If the bounties had been paid on an adequate 
scale, instead of being somethin e 
£533,000 they would have been double that 
sum. As circumstances now stood, if the 
Government intended to carry on its war and 
give any assistance to the farmers that was 
to be more than muke-helieve, it would be 
necessary to pot the bounties on a level the 
Government had not contemplated, to an 
amount that was going io eat up very 
rapidly the sums in the suspense account as 
well as the Exchequer balance. .

It was, he added, notice- 
abie that the importance of that question had 
advanced considerably in the minds of the 
EN NG in three years. It was easy for the 

overnment to pretend that it was not their 
policy, but everything which they did and 
said, so far as their general economic policy 
was concerned, seemed to point in that direc- 
tion. 


LABOUR SUPPORT. 


This question. was greater than the dispute 
with Britain over the land. annuities and the 
pensions. He could understand why the 
Government got the support of the Labour 
Party; for he believed that the immediate 
Government was as far advanced in these 
matters as the Labour Party itself. Having 
stated that the ostensible reason for the 
Government getting the support of Labour 
was to deal with unemployment, Professor 
O'Sullivan said that the policy of the Govern- 
ment had driven many people out of employ- 
ment, and made the position of most people 
in employment a matter of uncertainty. 

The Government, he said, had offered the 
home market to home manufacturers, but 
one of the first things it did was to deprive 
the people of ther purchasing power, thus 
rendering the home market useless. What 
was the real authority there? 


A SMILE AND REBUKE., 

President de Valera smiled. 

Professor O’SULLIVAN said . that 
President might find it amusing. The 
President was definitely going for Com- 
munism, and he knew that the controlling 
body was outside the Government. They 
had there a two-fold authority, It was qu‘te 
a relief to find the head of the Government 
making an appeal for freedom of speech, It 
was a pity he did not do so casi: The 
value of that appeal had, however, been 
diminished by the fact that it was accom- 
panied by a statement that under the late 
régime freedom of speech virtually did not 
exist. Under the late Government there was 
full freedom for expression of op nion, when 
such expressions of opinion were not incite- 
ments or appeals to violence. The Govern- 
ment was having penal measures forced on 
them because of the unwise steps they took. 

A certain amount of difficulty that faced 
the Government was due to world causes, 
over which the Government had no control, 
but a great deal of ‘the fear and blackness of 
the prospect before the people was due to the 
policy of the Government.

THE OATH AND THE 
DUTIES. 


Mr. LEMASS (Minister for Industry and 
Commerce) said that it was remarkable that 
since the late Government went into Opposi- 
tion they had not produced a. single sugges- 
tion as to the policy which might he adopted 
in respect of present conditions in this coun- 
try, or given any indication of what they 
themselves would do in existing circum- 
stances. On minor questions the Opposition 
had scored a few points, but on major issues 
they had no constructive ar shag to offer. 
He did not, however, expect that the Cumann 
na nGaedheal Party would become an effective 
opposition for five years to come.

A THREAT. 


Speaking of what he described as their 
ambiguity in the British Commonwealth, the 
Minister said that there was no one in that 
House who would maintain that this country 
should remain in the Commonwealth if no 
benefit were conferred on their people; and 
there were members opposite who would 
admit that they would’ decide for themselves 
for or against that association in relation to 
the benefits it meant for them. That was 
the test. There were no advantages now, 
and was there any reason now, while Britain 
maintained the present policy, to remain in? 
Would the deputies opposite answer that 
question? If the present ambiguity con- 
tinued much longer it would be necessary that 
very grave action to remove it would have 
to be taken. What was the freedom in this 
country worth if their policy was to be 
dictated by economic pressure from Eng- 
laid?

Free State Fisheries. 

The Irish Sea Fisheries Association, 
according to the report read at yester- 
day’s annual meeting, has enjoyed a most 
successful year. Its membership has in- 
creased from 650 to 1,260; fifteen large 
motor boats have been supplied to 
members ; fourteen others are in course of 
construction, and a further twenty-six will 
be put on order as soon as the Free State 
building yards are able to undertake the 
work. The year, of course, has been 
largely a year of beginnings, and we have 
no doubt that more than proportionate 
results will be.shown by the next annual 
report. A hard task lies before the 
Association. Since the Great War the 
Irish fisheries have been allowed to slip 
into a deplorable condition, and a very 
small percentaye of the Free State’s con- 
sumption of fish has been supplied by her 
own fishermen. The prices given to 
fishermen have not been sufficient to afford 
them a livelihood, so that most of them 
have been unable to maintain the fairly 
expensive boats which are needed for 
profitable fishing. Already the Association 
has appointed wholesale distributors in 
Dubling Galway, Cork, Limerick, Water- 
ford, Tralee and Arklow, and it hopes to 
serve the northern centres similarly in a 
short while. The prices received by the 
fishermen, as we are told, are showing a 
reasonable improvement, and the industry 
is beginning to recover something of its 
old prosperity. Furthermore, the Associa- 
tion is developing the “ fishing “end ”’ of 
the industry. Its own trawlers and the 
boats which it has supplied to members 
are responsible for increasing catches, 


at the markets. There can be no real 
progress, of course, until the cruel com- 
petition of external trawlers has been 
removed ‘or has ben reduced to 
practicable proportions. That, however, is 
a matter for the Government; protective 
powers hardly can be allowed to an 
organisation which, although it works 
under Government auspices, is yet a 
private company. The Association’s work 
ought to result before long in the renewed 
health of the sea-fishing industry—which, 
as we hope, will be reflected in a reduced 
cost of fish to the Free State public. 
Trelamd eats less fish than any other 
nation in Europe; and the reason of this 
strange abstinence is found easily in the 
price of fish at the fish-shops. . It is clear 
that the Government and the Association 
must work hand in hand if the industry 
is to undergo a real revival. 


Films in Japan. 


The Japanese, as we are told by the 
Tokyo Correspondent of the Morning Post 
are becoming ardent patrons of the sound 
film; but they prefer foreign pictures to 
those made in their own country. In the 
first place, most of the Japanese films 
treat of the old national life, with which 
“ young Japan ’’ has little sympathy. In 
the next place, the Japanese have an in 
stinct for self-improvement ; students must 
pass examinations in foreign languages at 
school, and.they prefer to see films in 
those languages. For these reasons, while 
the local film industry is not what it might 
be, there are large and excellent cinemas, 
in which the foreign companies find a wide 
market, The big cities do not obtain all 
the best films; but Hollywood caters for 
them well, and an occasional German or 
French film of the first order gives them 
an idea of the highest flights of cinemato- 
graphy. British pictures, however, are 
extremely rare, and the Japanése are 
anxious to get them. They like to hear 
how Britons speak English, and, in the 
student’s passion for knowledge, he seeks 
to observe English home and social life 
otherwise than through the. eyes of Holly- 
wood. A movement is on foot, therefore, 
to provide him with British films, Nearly 
two hundred. houses under British control 
in the Far East have decided that hence- 
forward they will show a large majority of 
films from England, and there is hope that 
a proportion of these pictures will reach 
Japan. We hope that the tidings will act 
as a stimulus to the British film-producers. 
Hitherto they have been content to follow 
unambitiously in the footsteps of the other 


‘film-producing countries; but the know- 


ledge that a large market is open before 
them in the Far East ought to be an in- 
spiration to better work. They m « pay 
attention, furthermore, to the moral effect 
of the screen on nations which judge 
Britain by her films. Let them see that 
only the better aspects of British life are 
presented te Japan. |

PRINCE ON ITS IMPORTANCE 
TO TRADE. 


The Prince of Wales, opening yesterday the 
extension of the Taylerian’ Tnatitate, Oxford, 
and also the new buildings at his old college, 
Magdalen, spoke of the great importance of 
the study of foreign languages to-day. 

‘“As a result a my travels in many cout- 
tries my interest in modern ‘!anguages has 
grown from year to year,” aeclared the 
Prince. ‘ The ever-growing intercourse be- 
tween nations and the keen competition in 
foreign trade has greatly increased the neces- 
sity for a better knowledge of modern tongues. 
It is in distribution rather than manufacture 
that we fall short of our competitors. I know 
from my own experience what » difference it

VIOLIN MUSIC. 


SIGNOR GROSSI'S SECOND 
LECTURE. 


Signor Grossi. gave the second of his series 
of lectures on the development of violin music 
through the sonata and solo form from the 
seventeenth century down to the present 
time, at the Royal Irish Academy of Music 
last night. 

In his first lecture Signor Grossi dealt 
with the compositions of the old masters, 
starting with Thomas Farmer, and last night 
he dealt with the composers of the eighteenth 
century, starting with Giuseppe Tartini and 
ending with Beethoven. 

The lecturer briefly outlined the life. of 
Tartini, and played. his famous Sonata in G 
Minor, familarly known as ‘‘The Devil’s 
Sonata.” In succession ‘the lecturer played 
compositions by Padre Martini (andantino, 
preserving all the golden melody of the early 
composers), a short, lively piece by a Flemis 
composer, Francois Cupis, and two dance 
ya inn di Danza, by Sacchini, and 

ambouring, by Gossec. 

Coming to Mozart, the lecturer said that 
there never was, and probably never would 
be, a greater artist. There was no field of 
music which he had not written something 
for; and yet he died a r man. With all 
that, Mozart did not show them any real 
advance in violin music, though his work was 
very beautiful. As an illustration Signor 
Grossi played the first movement of the 
Mozart Sonata in B Fiat. 

Dealing with the work of Beethoven, whom 
he described as the giant of music, Signor 
Grossi said that Beethoven had not written 
a great deal for the violin 'alone— mostly it 
was for the violin and piano, but he had left 
them one concerto and two romances, There 
was something entirely different with 
Beethoven, and it requires a great deal of 
study to find out the inner meaning of the 
music, but, with all, Beethoven did not strike 
something new in his compositions for the 
violin. The lecturer played the Romance in 
F, and the beautiful Naa io Cantabile—finale 
allegro of the Sonata in i Minor.

IRISH BOYS AND IRISH 
- SCHOOLS. 


Members of the College Historical Society 
met in the Graduates’ Memorial Building, 
Trinity College, Dublin, last might, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Stephen Gwynn, to dis- 
cuss the motion—‘‘ That Irish Boys shonld 
go to Irish Schools.”’ 

Opening the debate in the affirmative, Mr. 

McDermott spoke of the reasons why 
Irish boys were frequently educated abroad, 
welt sis only, he said, with the system 
which causes the offspring of Indian Nabobs 
to be sent to Europe for instruction. He 
thought that the suggestion that as many 
Irish boys must find their future livelihood 
abroad, it was better for them to be 
acquainted with the persons with whom they 
must work, was not sound. It was far bet- 
ter for them to be educated in the tradition 
of their own country, Speaking of Trinity 
College, he said that it was a guardian of the 
Anglo-Irish tradition, and would. build up a 
heritage for the people. Co-operation be- 
tween the Gael and the F Pave, 6 tye he 
concluded, is essential to the continuance of 
the heritage of the youth of this country. 

Mr. A. R, Booth, on behalf of the Upposi- 
tion, asked that his hearers should put aside 
all personal feelings for the University while 
considering the motion, The system of edu- 
eation in Íreland appears, he remarked, to be 
to fill a man with abstract knowledge, result- 
ing in the man just fitting a groove.

This had been attempted, but it was 
only part of the plot to cause trouble in 
the Navy.

Mr. Baldwin, replying to the “toast of 
“ His Majesty’s Ministers,’’ said that the 
Lausanne Agreement aimed at the 
ultimate termination of all reparation pay- 
ments, and the signing of this agreement 
was the first, as it was the most obvious, 
constructive step open to the Governments 
concerned towards the solution of the crisis 
which is even now paralysing the trade of 
the world. 

“ Tt is essential,” he said, ‘‘ for the 
world that the ratification of this settle- 
ment should now become possible, and that 
the work begun at Lausanne should be 
completed. wish, indeed, that the 
success that had attended Lausanne had 
attended the Disarmament Conference. 


PUT INTO PRACTICE. 

“I need not emphasise in the City of 
London the extent to which His Majesty's 
Government had not only talked of dis- 
armament, but have put it into practice. 
(Applause.) The time has now come to an 
od when Great Britain can proceed wifh 
unilateral disarmament. 

“ Yet.we are as desirous as any country 
in the world to proceed rapidly with that 


world that we believe is essential in the 
cause of peace. To those ends our en- 
deavours will be devoted at Geneva. 

“ I may add that His Majesty's Govern- 
ment remains firmly resolved to stand by 
the obligations which they have undertaken 
in the Covenant of the League of Nations.”’

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RISH bloodstock breeders are facing 
ruin as the result of the increase in the 
special duties levied for live animals, in- 
cluding thoroughbred racehorses, imported 
into England trom the Free State, which 
from yesterday will amount to forty per 
cent. ad valorem; and the general opinion 
in the Free State is that if these duties 
remain in force for any length of time the 
Irish horse-breeding industry will cease to 
exist. 

Many imillions of capital are sunk in the 
business, and the value of the export trade 
and the prices obtained for Irish year- 
lings annually at the Doncaster and 
Newmarket Bloodstock Sales form a big

er trade with other countries. 


CONTRACTS MADE. 


The English Stud Book is common to 
both countries, and animals are continu- 
ally in transit across the Irish Sea for 
service in one country or the other. As 
contracts for next spring have already 
been completed, the imposition of new 
duties will cause considerable loss to 


reeders. | 


Although the Free State’s export trade 
in thoroughbreds embraces every country 
in the world, England has always been 
her best customer. There are several big 
studs in the Free State owned by breeders 
who do not reside in Ireland, but 
provide a large amount of employment 
there, and among these the biggest are 
the National Stud, owned by the British 
Government, and the Aga Khan’s Stud, 
both of which are in County Kildare. 

Sir Henry Greer, the director of the 
Nationa) Stud in Ireland, said yesterday: 
“The tax will not affect to any great ex- 
tent the high-class horses with which J 
have to deal, while the question of the 


new duties does not arise in connection - 


with the Aga Khan’s yearlings, as they 
have all been in England for some time.”’ 

The duty applies to horses sent from 
Ireland to race in England, even if only 
temporarily. 


DUTY NOT RETURNABLE. 


“The duty is not returnable on such 
horses on their re-exportation to Ireland,” 
said a representative of the Customs and 
Excise Department to a reporter. ‘‘ Once 
the duty has been paid, however, it is not 
necessary to pay it again in respect of the 
same animal on any future importation. 
The onus of valuing a horse rests with the 
importer, but, if the Customs officials are 
not satisfied that a correct valuation has 
been given, they can take steps to have 
the horse valued by their own experts. ’’ 

A member of Messrs. Tattersall ex- 
plained yesterday that the December sales 
at Newmarket are to be restricted to four 
days, bcause it has been estimated that 
there will be about two hundred fewer 
lots on offer this year than in previous 
years, This decision was made when the 
duties were 20 per cent. ad valorem, and. 
no doubt, the 40 per cent. duties will 
have a further adverse effect upon the 
December sales. 

Mr. More-O’Ferrall, jo®mt managing 
director of the Anglo-Irish “Bloodstock 
Agency, said: “These duties will force 
a complete deadlock in the ‘bloodstock 
trade between Ireland and England. . The 
20 per cent. tax has already shaken the 
-market considerably, but this will finish 
it. It does not. affect,.of course,* the 
export of Irish horses to countries. other 
than Great Britain, but England is by 
far the biggest buyer, and horses from 


Ireland for abroad are invariably of a 


much cheaper type. 
FORCED TO SELL. 


‘The immediate result of the tax will 
mean a heavy loss to Irish breeders and 
owners ; for the majority cannot afford to 
keep their horses, and in order to sell 
them they will now have to accept 40 per 
cent, less than their former value.’’ 

Mr. Harry Ussher, the well-known 
trainer, said that unless the 40 per cent. 
duties are removed it will be impossible 
to send horses to run in England.

SUCCESSFUL PRELIMINARY

THEIR POWDER DRY. 
BIG GUNS RESERVED 
FOR NEXT WEEK.

O voices issued from the Govern- 

ment front bench during yesterday’s 
Dail debate on the Appropriations Bill, 
and their joint effect was to leave on the 
minds of deputies the bewildering impres- 
sion that the Free State is, at the same 
time, financially solvent and economically 
on the verge of bankruptcy. 

The voices were those of Mr. MacEntee 
and Mr. Lemass. The Minister for 
Finance, in moving the second reading of 
the bill, aid il Thanos is nothing to be 
alarmed about in the Exchequer position. 
It is as sound as it could possibly be.” 

Then, as an afterthought, Mr. Mac- 
Entee added—‘‘ And better than it was 
this time last year’’—at which shrewd 
thrust both Mr. de Valera and Mr. 
Lemass, who were sharing the front 
bench with Mr. MacEntee, smiled 
broadly. Without saying anything about 
expenditure, the Minister foreshadowed, 
as a “ fair conclusion,’’ that the estimates 
for revenue at the end of the year would 
be exceeded. 


‘NO ADDITIONAL TAXATION. 


An interesting disclosure in his speech 
was that the £1,000,000 due to Great 
Britain in respect to R.I.C. pensions, and 
other items other than the land annuities, 
have been lodged in the Suspense Account 
along with the annuities, and that, while 
there, they are regarded as Exchequer 
assets. 

“I think it will be realised, not only in 
the twenty-six counties, but outside,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘ that we are, in all the 
circumstances, in a very strong position 
financially, and it will not be necessary 
for us to impose any additional taxation 
in order to secure that the present 
financial dispute with Great Britain is 
brought to a victorious conclusion.’’ 

Any flame of enthusiasm which might 
have been kindled by this declaration was 
rather dimmed by the cold “water 
promptly thrown by Mr. Blythe, who was 
confident that neither the revenue nor the 
savings anticipated by the Minister in his 
Budget speech would be realised, while 
expenditure on a vast scale had been 
thrown on the Exchequer. Even so, how- 
ever, it was a tremendous shock to hear 
Mr. Lemass’s counsel of economic despair. 


IT DOES NOT MATTER. 

It did not matter one rap, the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce declared, in 
reply to an attack on the Government's 
policy in relation. to Great Britain, 
whether the British imposed duties of 
twenty, forty or sixty per cent. on the 
Free State cattle. The Free State could 
not stay in that trade. World conditions, 
especially in Great Britain, were such that 
they must change fundamentally the 
national policy. 

" In future,” he said, “it might be 
necessary to continue to export cattle, 
bacon, pigs, etc., not at an economic 
price, but at a loss, as Russia and Ger- 
many are doing, because we must export 
something in order to pay for imports of 
machinery,”’ 

Mr. Lemass painted his gloomy picture 
witl® vigorous strokes. Starting in a mood 
of ponderous playfulness as he jeered at 
the Opposition for having failed, as he 
said, to give the House the benefit of the 
plans which they must have made in their 
‘‘ dark and secret councils’’ for solving 
the national difficulties, he became aggres- 
sive as he warmed to the economic theme. 
and delivered one of the most emphatic 
— that he has made since he left 
the Opposition side of the House. Yet 
the only gleam of comfort that he seemed 
able to find was in the fact that Fianna 
Fail had five years ago forecast that the 
point would come at which it would he 
unprofitable for the Free State to remain 
in the British market—a point which he 
contended was reached last year. 


KEEPING THEIR POWDER 
DRY. 


The Appropriations Bill, as the measure 
which legalises payment of all the suns 
in the estimates, gives deputies an oppor- 
tunity to discuss any form of Government 
expenditure. It usually comes as a God- 
send to deputies who have been waiting to 
discuss grievances, 

On the present occasion the Opposition 
were restricted in their choice of subjects 
by a desire to keep their powder dry for

The Minister, in replying to this, also 
dealt with an attack made by Mr. Fionan 
Lynch, the ex-Minister for Fisheries, in 
connection with a series of remissions 
whch the Minister had made in regard to 
penalties for fishery poachers. 

As for the establishment of the Kilrush 
Commission, he remarked, “‘ if there had 
been some of these commissions set up

MR. HOOVER'S 
DEFEAT. 


In a leading article The Times says:— 
Mr. Hoover and the Republican Party 
have been swept out of power by the most 
staggering defeat in American history. 
The results of Tuesday’s elections have 
surpassed the most sanguine anticipa- 
tion of the Democrats and the worst fears 
of the President and his supporters. Not 
only has Mr. Roosevelt secured an un- 
precedented majority of votes in the 
Electoral College, which will elect him 
to succeed Mr. Hoover on March 4th; he 
is assured of substantial Democratic 
majorities in the new House of Kepre- 
sentatives and in the new Senate, and the 
party’s success extends from Federal 
politics into the States, where they have 
gained no less dramatic successes. It is 
incomparably the greatest defeat which 
has ever been suffered by the Republican 
Party, and the causes of it are plain 
enough. Our Washington Correspondent 
quotes an American politician as saying 
that a President cannot be re-elected 
when more than ten million people are 
out of work and when wheat is selling in 
the Middle West at less than ten cents 
a bushel. The American people may not 
hold Mr. Hoover to blame for the de- 
pression, but they are clearly convinced 
that he is incapable of curing it. They 
have, therefore, turned from him in 
despair, hoping that .a' change of 
Presidents may bring about a change in 
the fortunes of the country. All the 
evidence shows that their vote was a vote 
of want of confidence in Mr. Hoover 
rather than a vote of confidence in Mr. 
Roosevelt, who, indeed, has had no 
positive programme to arouse enthusiasm. 

Mr. Hoover, somehow, adds The Times, 
never seemed to realise that international 
debts can only be paid in goods and ser- 
vices, and that prohibitive tariffs in the 
United States, in shutting out foreign 
goods and forcing foreign countries to 
endeavour to pay their debts in gold, were 
at the least a contributing cause in the 
dislocation of international exchanges, 
and in all the evil results which have 
followed from it. Mr. Roosevelt, and, still 
more, Mr. Al. Smith, who may be ex- 
pected to have considerable influence upon 
the policy of the new Administration, 
have shown a more obvious appreciation 
of the connection between debts. and 
tariffs. and have proclaimed the necessity 
of taking it into consideration in negotia- 
tions with the debtor nations. It is not 
unreasonable to hope, therefore, that the 
World Economic Conference, when it 
assembles, will not be stultified from the 
outset by the maintenance of the ban 
imposed on the discussion of War debts 
and tariff rates. Such a discussion might 
well lead to agreements calculated to 
stabilise international exchanges and to 
revive international trade. But no one 
who has followed American politics at al!

MESSAGES OF GREETING.

President de Valera said. at the outset of 
his speach, it was his duty to propose the 
names of the Trustees. They regretted that 
Mrs. Pearse was not with them. They re- 
membered her with affection, and he asked 
the delegates to pay a tribute to her memory 
in the usual manner.

The Trustees proposed by the President 
were Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, T.D., Dr. Farnan,

Continuing, President de Valera said that 
they knew how much their friends in the 
United States had helped them in their 
struggles, and he proposed to send them a 
message of greeting, stating how much they 
appreciatei1 what had been done in the past, 
and looking to them to give the same support 
in their national struggles in the future. He 
would also like to send a similar message to 
their friends in Australia. He would send this 
message to the Archbishop of Melbourne to 
convey to the Australian people. 

As president of that organisation, he con- 
tinued, he wanted to remind them that they 
were responsible for the foundation of the 
Irish Press. It was independent of the 
organisation, being controlled by representa- 
tives of the shareholders. Jt was a national 
newspaper without which that fight could not 
be successfu'ly waged. The views of Fianna 
Fail could not be properly brought before the 
eople unless they had such a newspaper. 
He hoped that they would make it possible 
for its management to give them not only a 
daily newspaper, but also successful evening 
and weekly newspapers. He asked them to do 
their utmost for the success of the newspaper. 


FREE SPEECH FOR ALL. = 

Those opposed to the present Government, 
he said, were concentrating on trying to de- 
tach from them the support of the Labour’ 
Party. While primarily national, their organi- 
sation had been set up for the 
interests of the small farmers and 
labourers. Nothing had pleased him 
more than to findthat their former antagonism 
to Labour had stopped.

**SMASHING BLOW AT

LOCAL BODIES AND RELIEF 
WORKS. 


The South Cork County Board of Assist- 
ance adopted a resolution calling on the 
Government to provide adequate funds for 
the needs of destitute families, or, alterna- 
tively, to spend more money on productive 
work, thus creating employment and relieving 
home assistance funds.

A deputation from the Worker's Club has 
asked the Arklow U.D.C. to proceed. im- 
mediately with the proposed repair of: the 
sea road. between Wicklow and Arklow, for 
which a grant of £1,000. has been allocated. 
The deputation also asked that the surplus 
money for. the grant of £5,600 for the con- 
creting of Arklow street, be expended im- 
mediately on other works about the town. 
The Council promised to do everything 
possible to have the works started. 

In order to relieve to some extent un- 
employment: in Athlone, Westmeath Voca- 
tional Committee has decided that the con- 
tractor for the new. technical school should 
proceed. with its erection as soon as sanction 
to the lease of the site had been obtained. 

When a deputation from the Wexford Able- 
bodied Unemployed Men’s Association at- 
tended at Wexford Corporation their spokes-

The Chairman (Sir Dennis Herbert) ruled 
that amendments directed to the total aboli- 
tion of the means test vould not be debated. 
This decision left only three amendments on 
the paper, and these stood in the names of 
Liberal members. 

The resolution; which was moved by Sir 
Henry Betterton (Miniter of Labour), - 
vides that in determining the needs of sales 
tions for transitional benefit, wounds or dis- 
rang pensions, ahd ymyments made under 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act should be 
treated as if they were reduced by half. In 
regard to capital assets amounts up to £25 
are. to be disregarded, and subsequent 
amounts up to ure to be treated as 
equivalent: to a weekly income of one shilling 
for every-com £25. In wy houses 
any sum which may be obtained by letting or 
borrowing on the security of the House is to 
be disregarded. 

Sir Henry said that the view of the Govern- 
ment was that public mouey should not be 
given to pergons without regard to their 
means, and he reminded the Upposition that 
it was a Labour Government who had passed 
the Anomalies Act to correct abuses in this 
connection. Evidence of abuses was plentifal 
enough. He quoted a case of a married man 
with £240 in savings certificates and £1,110 
in a bank; the case of a single man with 
£1,500 in the bank, and the case of a single 
man with total investments of £1,067. There 
might, he continued, be twe families living 
in the Same street, one with an income twice 
that of the other, and yet the family with 
the lower income might be actually paying 
taxes to keep the other family on the “dole. 
He could sot help feeiing that there had been 
a good deal of cant in the criticism of the 
means dest. The object of the bill, which 
would in due course be introduced, was to 
secure uniformity of principle in dealing with 
the administration of tbe means test. There 
would be a uniform minimum, with discretion 
to the local authorities to deal with the 
merits of each individual case. They were 
seeking to secure equal justice for all; on the 
one hand, by recognising genuine claims for 
relief; and on the other, by avoiding doing

injustice to the taxpayer. 


LABOUR DISAPPOINTED. 

Mr. Arthur Greegwood (Labour) said that 
he was disappointed with the restricted 
character of the concessions. ‘I'his resolution 
did not touch the great mass of injustice 
which had given rise to a growing volume of 
indignation against the means test. He 
objected to unemployed workers being driven 
on to the Poor Law. 

Mr. Buchanan — You, yourself, 
seasonal workers on to the Poor Law. 

Mr. Gretnwood, continuing, said that, for 
the first time, unemployment insurance was 
being linked up with the Poor Law, and the 
experience of the last twelve months had 
shown that the scales of justice were weighted

_ Mr. Greenwood said that in order to catch 
the bad cases an enormous number of people 
had been sacrificed. Rather than that should 
mk he would prefer to have no means test 
at all. 

Mr. Buchanan, referring to his interruption’ 
of Mr. Greenwood’s speech, said that any 
Labour ex-Minister who said that his Govern- 
ment had not driven anybody on to the Poor 
Law was stating what was a deliberate lie. 
With reference to the Government’s conces- 
sions, distributed among the 1,200,000 
recipients of transitional benefit, he estimated 
the monetary value at 5jd. a week. That was 
what the Government were paying to allay 
discontent. 

Sir E. Hilton Young strongly denied the 
assertion made in some quarters, that 
inspectors of the Ministry of Health were 
going about bullying, badgering and hector-

Since their last meeting, he said, the 
number of members enrolled had increased 
from 650 to 1,250. ‘This was very encourag- 
ing to the Committee, because it indicated a 
large measure of confidence in the Associa- 
tion. The majority of the members were 
ownets, or potential owners, of fishing boats. 

During the year 15 new motor ‘boats of 
28 feet keel or over had been supplied to 
members, and 14 others were in course of 
construction. A further 28 would be put on 
order as soon as:the boat-building yards were 
in a position to undertake the work. The 
supply of boats, he added, was only limited 
by the capacity’ of the yards to turn: out the 
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boats required, and steps had been taken by 


the Committee to secure an increase of the 
personnel at suitable -yards. 

During the year they had made a sub- 
stantial advance towards the marketing of 
the inshore catch of members, and this had 
been made possible by the development of 
steam trawling, and the appointment of 
wholesale dealers in various areas for the dis- 
tribution of fish. 


A NEW EXPERIMENT. 


_ An experiment in the more extensive mesh- 
ing of herrings was being carried on at East 
coast ports at the moment. This experiment 
was enabling the committee to see how best 
this particular problem could be handled 
before proceeding with it on a larger scale, 
The results had been very beneficial to the 
fishermen, and the outcome had been a 
reater readiness to go to sea and eatch the 
errings. 

They wanted the fishermen to abandon the 
old habit of dealing with herrings by count 
and to adopt the practice of Selina with 
them by weght. This change was dictated 
by the desire to do better in the matter of 
price, by improving the facilities for market- 
ing. The herrings varied in size, and the 
change proposed would mean a squarer deal 
for the fisherman and the buyer. 

So far as white fish were concerned, it 
had not yet been possible to do much in the 
direction of marketing the sea catches, but 
now that cod and other white fish were 
coming in in larger quantities, conditions 
would be more favourable for marketing. 


CONSUMPTION OF FISH. 


The Committee, Mr. O’Brolchain stated, 
had taken steps to expand the consumption 
of fish in the country, Public attention had 
been directed to the subject, and the demand 
for fish generally had increased. Travelling 
shops had been provided to deliver fish in 
parts of the country where it had not 
been available, and this venture 
had proved very popular and had been 
attended with considerable success. In add- 
tion, the provision of pre, ase fish shops 
in these districts was under consideration. 
These measures were of a purely temporary 
character, and were directed to encourage 
business people to open fish shops. When 
this end had been attained, the travelling 
and temporary shops would be removed. 

There was no development of any striking 
nature as regards the,shell fish, but this side 
of the industry was not being neglected. 

The profit and loss account and balance 
sheet for the period, November, 1950, to 
November; 1931,° showed a deficit of £346 
17s. 8d., but this was not a deficit as usually 
understood. It only meant that the grants 
from the: Department were drawn as required, 
and that on 3st December, 1951, there were 
commitments to this amount in excess of the 
amount drawn at that date. The number of 
£1 shares taken up was 1,641, on which pay- 
ments of 5s. per share were due, amount.ng 
to £410 5s. The money actually paid on 
shares was £300 18s. 

Mr, Royeroft and Mr. McDonogh, he re- 
gretted to say, had found it necessary to 
retire from the Committee through pressure 
of other business, and were not offering them- 
selves for re-election.

COMMITTEE’S . REPORT, 


The Committee’s report stated that, as re- 
gards the marketing of fish, wholesale distr- 
butors had been appointed in Dublin, Galway, 
Cork, Limerick, Waterford, Tralee an 
Arklow, and as soon. as adequate supplies 
could be made available additional whole- 
salers would be appointed in the Northern 
centres. The development of the steam trawl- 
ing branch of the industry had had the effect 
of reducing foreign imports of fish by 25 per 
cent. during the months of June, July and 
August, hire the figures‘ for September were 
expected to show a) further décrease. As a 
result the Committee were in a position to 
provide a wider, more stable and more profit- 
able market for the catch of the inshore 
fishermen. 


The report, having been moved by. Mr. 


O’Brolchain, was seconded by Mr. S. J. K. 
Roveroft, and passed unanimously. Mr. D. F. 
O’Boyle and Mr. J. Mongan, T.D., were then 
formally elected to the Committee, and Mr. T.

During a general discussion which followed, 
Mr. Brooke Brasier, T.D., suggested that the 
scope of the Association might. be extended 
to provide nets for the salmon fishermen. The 
Irish rivers, he said, were still undeveloped, 
and there*was no reason why they should not 
be made a much greater source of profit to 
the country. than they were now. .. 

Father McCooey said that the fishermen 
near the border were greatly hampered by the 
amount’ of fish which was being brought 
across from Northern Ireland, and he sug-

BRITAIN'S DOWNWARD 
PRICE TREND.

Part Two oí “ Agricultural Statistics ” for 
1951 issued yesterday by the British Ministry 
of Agriculture states :— 

“The accelefation during the last two 
years. of the downward trend in agricultural 
prices; which has been in evidence during 
the Jast decade, taken in conjunction with 
the declining acreayes and low yields, leaves 
nó roonr for misconception as to the intensity 
of the depression which is affecting nearly 
every branch of the agricultural industry. 

“The slump in prices of live-stock and 
live-stock products has affectéd all items in 
this group.” 

The fall has been most severe in the case 
of bacon pigs, which; during the. current 
year, have sold at well below pre-war prices, 
and in pork pigs and fat sheep. 


agricultural’ commodities imported in 1931 
was: .£511,000,000 as compared with 
£361,000,000 in 1930. This decrease in the 
declared value, however, does not indicate a 
cor nding fall in the volume of exports. 
If the 1931 imports were valued at the average

PROPOSED BOUNTY 
ON TURKEYS. 


N the Dail yesterday, PRESIDENT DE 
VALERA, replying to Mr, Daniel 
McMenamin (C. na nG., Donegal), said 

that they had made representations to the 
German Government with a view to having 
the tariff on Irish herrings reduced, but the 
German fishing industry was in great distress, 
particularly since the pound had fallen in 
value, the effect of which was to reduce the 
price of herrings by 50 per cent. The duty 
was, therefore, increased, and he had been 
informed that there was very little hope of a 
reduction in the tariff at present. He under- 
stood that a similar answer was given by 
the German Government to other Govern- 


ments. 
FISHERY CASE. 

Mr. FIONAN LYNCH asked the Minister 
for Lands and Fisheries if a letter were sent 
on his instructions to the Clerk of the 
Limerick Board of Conservators on September 
9 last directing the Board to refund a sum of 
£4 to Michael Cullinane, senior, Main street, 
Brosna, Co. Kerry; whether this £4 repre- 
sented a £2 fine and £2 costs imposed on 
him on October 14, 1931, for illegal fishing, 
and if he would state by what authority he 
issued instructions to the Board to refund 
the fine and costs, 

Mr. P. O'GRADY (Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Minister for Lands and Fisheries) 
said that the direction was given on the 
authority of the Minister after consultation 
with the Minister for Justice. The Minister 
had clear evidence that the accused person 
was not at the time of the offence in Mount 
Collins, where the offence was alleged to have 
occurred, and Cullinane, therefore, was not 
guilty, 

Mr. DILLON—Are we to take it that it is 
now a recognised principle of the Minister 
to review the evidence in such prosecutions, 
and that the Minister for Lands and Fisheries 
has become the court of appeal? 


COMPENSATION CLAIMS. 

Mr. LEMASS (Minister for Industry and 
Commerce), asked by Mr. Murphy (Labour, 
West Cork) if he was aware that the hearing 
of the claims for compensation occasioned by 
loss of employment owing to railway amal- 
gamation which were made by a number of 
ex-railway workers was held up awaiting the 
appointment of an arbitrator, said that the 
appointment of an arbitrator rested with the 
Chief Justice, who was now considering an 
appointment. 

EMERGENCY FUND. 

Mr. E. BLYTHE (C. na nG., Monaghan) 
asked the Minister for Finance to state what | 
amount had been paid out of the Emergency 
Fund to date, and to specify the purposes for 
which payments had been made, and the sum 
issued in respect of each purpose. 

Mr. MacENTERE said that the amount paid 
out of tuis fund was £784,844 for the follow- 
ing purposes :— 

Advances to the Department of Agriculture, 
£555,000. 

Advances to the Land Commission for the 
provision of cash and stock bonuses, payable 
under the Land Act, 1903, £1,844 4s. 5d. 
Advance to local authorities on account, 
£50,000. 

The advances to the Department of Agri- 
culture were for the purpose of putting that 
Department in funds to enable it to meet ex- 
enditure on the schemes for export bounties 
or butter, cattle and pig exports. It would 
not be possible at the present stage te state 
how much was required for each of the 
purposes specified. 

The Minister added, in reply to a further 
question, that he would give further details 
if a question was put later. 


BOUNTY ON TURKEYS? 

Dr. RYAN, Mhanister for Agriculture, 
answering Mr. McMenamin (C. na nG., 
Donegal), said that they were considering the 
question of giving a bounty on the export of 
chickens and turkeys, and the mat would 
be laid before the Consultative Council, under 
the Eggs Act, this week. He hoped to be in 
a position to make a statement shortly. 


THE BUTTER BOUNTY, 

Mr. PATRICK BURKE (C, na nG., Clare) 
asked the Minister for Agriculture if 
creameries were paid the butter bounty for all 
butter exported from and including July 15, 
and whether the bounty on farmers’ butter 
and factory butter was paid from the same 
date, 

The MINISTER said that all claims for 
bounties on butter exported up to September 
50, where applied for, had been paid, and in 
the course of a few days the remaining claims 
would be dealt with as speedily as possible. 


SWEEPSTAKE FUNDS. 

Answering Mr. BROOK BRASIER (Ind., 
Cork East), who asked the Minister for 
Justice to state when the last three alloca- 
tions of grants made from the Irish Hospitals’ 
Sweeps Funds, amounting to a total of 
£25,000, would be pai to the South 
Charitable Infirmary, Cork. 

Mr. GEOGHEGAN said that the hospitals’ 
share of the proceeds of the sweepstake on 
the Manchester November Handicap, 1951, 
had now been distributed among the partici- 
pating institutions, This exhausted the 
moneys in his control, and he should have 
before him a further report of the Committee 
of Reference before any additional payments 
were made to the hospitals. He had not yet 
received the report on the Grand National of 


this year. 
FISHERY FINES. 
The MINISTER for JUSTICE, answering a 


number of persons convicted of offences under 
the fishery laws were reduced on petition, on 
the recommendation of the Minister for 
Fisheries, said that the remission of the 
enalties in each of these cases was granted 
in accordance with normal practice, on the 
recommendation of the Minister for Lands 
and Fisheries, who, he understood, consulted 
the Boards of Conservators in such cases. 
As regards the case of the man named Culli- 
nane, the fine of £2 and £2 costs was remitted 
on petition. 

Mr. LYNCH—On what authority did the 
Minister instruct the Board of Conservators 
to refund these amounts ? 

The MINISTER said that this was a clear 
case of mistaken identity. The Board of 
Conservators had not protested against re- 
turning the money, and never suggested that 
they should keep it. He added that the pro- 
pe of petitions that had been dealt with 
)y remission of fines imposed in fishery cases 
in 1932 was substantially the same as for the 
same period of 1931, though one would expect 
them to be more, considering the condition of 
the times.

Miss O’Connor considered that single men 
were in a terrible position. They were 
turned down on every side. They got no 
preference for work, they would not get 
relief, and what were they to do? Some of 
them were on the verge of starvation, and 
nobody would give them anything. 


WORK FOR SINGLE MEN. 

Chairman—Surely that is a matter of extra 
employment and for the Government to deal 
with. We are beset with difficulties whilst 
we ave giving relief on a scale never known 
in the history of the institution. The rates 
will be very considerably imcreaseu next 
I think we have done our share. 

The matter of employment, she added, was 
one for the Government, who, she thought, 
were endeavouring to some extent to meet 
the problem. At the last Corporation meet- 
ing they had notification that extra grants 
were forthcoming, and the question of single 
men was brought forward, and she thought 
a recommendation was going forward to the 
Labour Exchange to give a certain propor- 
tion of work to single men. 

Miss O’Connor—Preference is 
everyone except single men. 

Mr, T. Medlar suggested they might 
grade single men into three categories, such 
as single men with dependents, those living 
in a room, and those living in lodging- 
houses, 

Chairman—For my part, I am not pre- 
ared to advocate any further concessions, 
vecause [ithink we cannot go beyond what 
we have done, I think we have been very 
generous. 

Mr. P. 8. Doyle, T.D.—I think we made 
every effort to do what we could for them 
under the circumstances. 


RENT PAYMENTS. 

Mr. Medlar moved that a statement be 
prepared by the Board’s officers showing 
what percentage of outdoor relief was paid 
by recipients th rent. There was, he believed, 
much hardship arising from high rents 
charged by some landlords. in many 
instances the Board’s money went to pay 
landlords instead of providing food for poor 
people. Many evictions were being made, 
and it was his belief that the institution 
would be full before Christmas. 

Mr. T. Lawlor, seconding, said that the 
landlord was being helped out of public 
money, a fact which he regretted. 

Mr, Corway, supervisor of outdoor relief, 
said that the percentage of evictions of 
people who were not paying rent was small. 

lt was agreed to have a report prepared 
from two districts—one North and one South 
City. 

INMATE WHO HAD £357. 

Dr. W. C. Dwyer, R.M.S., reported that a 
man, who was believed to have been penni- 
less and had died in the institution, was 
found to possess deposit receipts for £357, 
while his wife was in receipt of outdoor relief 
irom the Board. He eliilate that at a 
charge of 15s. per week whilst the man was 
in the institution, £57 was due to the union. 

It wag decided to claim this amount, as 
well as a refund of the amount of outdoor 
relief paid to the man’s wife.

DUNDALK, Wednesday. 

The position in regard to arrears of rent 
on labourers’ cottages in County Louth is 
becoming rather serious. 

At the meeting of the Board of Health 
to-day a letter was read from Mr. F. P. 
Johnston, solicitor for some of the tenants, 
stating that they had refused to pay the in- 
creased rent demanded by the Board, and 
that their organisation had been informed by 
the Local Government Department that their 
demands that increases should be cancelled 
had been acceded to. In these circumstances he 
asked that the steps which the Board pro- 
posed to take as to the lodging of decrees 
should be abandoned. 

In reply to the Chairman (Mr. T. F. 
McGahon), the Secretary stated that he had 
not received any such intimation from the 
Local Government Department. 

The Chairman said that the 
that the arrears were cancelled was probably 
‘““eye-wash."” If there had been any such 


order the Board of Health would have been | 


the first to have been notified. The position 
in regard to the cottages was that the tenants 
had refused to pay any rent for many months, 
and many of them were now “up to their 
eyes in debt.” If they had paid the arrears 
in weekly sums all the time their claims 
would have been met by this time. 

Mr. Connor suggested that the taking of a 
decision on the proposal to lodge the decrees 
and evict the people should be referred to 
the County Council. It was too big a re- 
sponsibility, he said, to throw on to a small 
committee like the Board of Health. 

The Chairman said that the Board had 
come to a decision, and must abide by it. 
There was no question of evicting people, 
but of om debts due by the ordinary 

rocess of the law. The tenants whose rent 
ad been increased were people who were 
well able to pay the increases, and in every 
case hefore the increase was applied the er- 
cumstances had been considered by the Com- 
mittes 

The Board decided to allow its solicitor to 
proceed with the lodgment of the decrees 
which had been obtained against defaulting 
tenants, 

In regard to the new ‘cottages it “was an- 
nounced that the Board had decided to pro- 
ceed with the erection of 42 cottages on sites 
already procured, an examination of the sites 
to be made by an engineer to decide whether 
they were suitable, and whether there was 
water available and a prospect of the tenants 
getting work in the neighbourhood. It was 
estimated that the houses could be let at 
2s. 6d. per week on receipt of an annual 
ge of £142 from the rateg by the County 

ouncil as a contribution towards the scheme. 

The Chairman said that Mr. Campbell and 
himself had been nominated by the County 
Council to give evidence before the Cottage 
Commission. His view was that it would be 
a great relief to county administration and 
to the ratepayers if the present occupants of 
the cottages were allowed to purchase on 
such terms as would relieve the ratepayers 
of any liability. It was a pity that the 
Commission was not authorised to deal with 
the néw scheme of cottages as well as the 
old ones. It would be an odd thing if the 
old cottages were to be sold and the new 
ones remain a “ blister’ on the ratepayers 
as the old ones had been for years.

with regard to the dismantling of the 
electric installation at the Cork Industrial 
Fair, the secretary of the Electricity Supply 
Board announced that it had been agreed to 
postpone the work of dismantling for three 
weeks, with the expectation that within that 
time arrangements could be made either to 
pay the Electricity Supply Board the sum of 
£8535 owing to the E.S.B. in respect of the 
installation or give definite security for pay- 
ment of that sum. 

“In regard to. this installation 1 am 
directed to say that the Board facilitated the 
Fair in every way and the work was done at a 
low price, and, notwithstanding this, very 
definite promises in regard to payment of 
the instalment of £853, to which reference is 
made, were not fulfilled. As the Fair has 
gone into liquidation you will appreciate that 
to protect its own interests the Board must 
remove this installation. In view of the 
postponement now*agreed to, it is hoped some 
definite and clear arrangements will be 
reached before the period of three weeks 
expire. - 

When the letter was read at a meeting of 
the Harbour Board to-day, Mr. C. C. Mercier

paid cash in advance for the most important 
part of their machinery. As far as their low 
price for current was concerned that was a 
matter of opinion. Their reference to liquida- 
tion should not be allowed to imply any 
stigma on the fair, because in no event under 
Articles of Association could liquidation have 
been avoided at the close of the enterprise.
